A  team  from  Western  New  England  College  School  of  Law  excelled  at  this  year's  Rendigs  National  Products  Liability 
Moot  Court  Competition.  The  team,  which  advanced  to  the  quarterfinal  round,  received  awards  for  the  Best  Brief 
(Petitioner),  and  Leslie  Bradshaw  2L  was  named  Best  Oralist.  Laura  Flowers  3L,  a  member  of  last  year's  team, 
assisted  as  deputy  coach. 

The  national  competition,  hosted  annually  by  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  draws  teams  from  around  the  country  to 
compete  in  a  problem  addressing  contemporary  and  important  issues  in  products  liability  law.  This  year,  the  problem 
focused  on  potential  liability  in  the  rapidly  growing  field  of  electronic  medical  records.  Western  New  England  won 
the  competition  two  years  ago,  and  in  recent  years  has  won  national  championships  in  the  Tax  Challenge,  Media- 
tion, and  other  moot  court  competitions.

Dear  Alumni/ae  and  Friends, 

The  School  of  Law  and  Western  New  England  College  are  mutually  enriched 
by  the  reputation  of  the  other.  Soon  that  reputation  will  be  further  enhanced  by 
the  transition  of  the  College  to  a  university.  Western  New  England  has  recently 
received  approval  from  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Higher  Education  to  change 
its  status  to  a  university.  The  change  to  Western  New  England  University  will  be 
official  on  July  1,  2011. 

As  is  customary  with  such  transitions,  the  School  of  Law  will  retain  its 
present  designation  as  a  "School"  while  the  other  four  Schools  of  the  University 
will  become  the  Colleges  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  Business,  Engineering,  and 
Pharmacy. 

This  transition  has  been  a  long-term  goal  of  the  institution  and  was  identified 
as  one  of  the  eight  Strategic  Directions  in  its  Strategic  Plan  2009-2018.  Notably, 
this  change  comes  at  the  60th  anniversary  of  Western  New  England  receiving  its 
autonomous  charter  in  1951.  As  you  may  recall,  we  were  originally  established 
in  1919  as  Springfield-Northeastern,  the  Springfield  division  of  what  was  then 
Northeastern  College.  A  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree  was  one  of  the  very  first  pro- 
grams offered  by  the  institution. 

We  have  come  far  from  those  modest  beginnings,  yet  each  era  brings  with  it 
its  own  challenges.  In  this  issue  of  Perspectives  we  focus  on  law  alumni  working 
on  the  front  lines  of  America's  energy  challenges.  We  share  with  you  the  inspir- 
ing story  of  a  current  student  whose  life  defines  courage  in  the  face  of  adversity. 
We  also  bring  you  the  story  of  four  alumni  who  answered  the  region's  call  for 
new  leadership  in  the  recent  Hampden  County  District  Attorney  election. 

Our  alumni/ae  are  also  playing  an  active  role  in  providing  much  needed  men- 
torship  for  our  students.  During  the  January  break,  the  first  mentors  stepped  up 
to  participate  in  our  new  Shadow  Experience  program.  I  encourage  you  to  follow 
their  example  and  welcome  our  students  into  your  offices  to  see  firsthand  the 
fine  work  you  do  as  they  seek  to  determine  their  own  paths.

Alums  Work  to  Make  Energy  Cleaner 
and  Greener  for  Future  Generations

Many  of  our  graduates 
have  found  successful 
careers  in  the  utilities 
industry,  helping  to  regu- 
late the  services  that 
power  our  modern  lives. 
Two  of  those  alumni  are 
working  to  make  the 
energy  we  consume  more 
eco-friendly  through  their 
efforts  to  encourage  the 
use  of  electricity  produced 
from  renewable  sources. 


Richard  Sullivan  '84 

Richard  Sullivan  '84  comes  from  a 
family  that  knows  the  meaning  of 
public  service.  As  the  son  of  a  school 
teacher  who  later  went  on  to  be  the 
superintendent  of  public  schools  in 
Westfield,  MA,  he's  had  a  lifelong  edu- 
cation in  the  meaning  of  working  for 
and  with  the  community.  "I  grew  up 
in  the  field  of  public  service,"  he 
remembers.  "We  had  a  family  heritage 
of  giving  back  to  the  community.  Fol- 
lowing in  those  footsteps  is  very  nat- 
ural for  me." 

These  skills  are  the  foundation  that 
has  built  his  career  in  the  public  sec- 
tor, from  starting  out  on  city  commit- 
tees in  his  hometown  of  Westfield 
to  his  current  post  as  Massachusetts 
Secretary  of  the  Executive  Office  of 
Energy  and  Environmental  Affairs. 

Secretary  Sullivan  has  been  in  poli- 
tics since  before  he  passed  the  bar.  His 
first  official  post  was  as  a  member  of 
the  Westfield  Gas  and  Electric  Board,  a 
position  to  which  he  was  elected  while 
still  a  law  student.  "Even  though  the 
dean  at  the  time  had  reservations  that 
I  could  be  an  elected  official  and  carry 
the  full  load  of  a  law  student  at  the 
same  time,  I  managed  to  do  both,"  he 
recalled.  Following  graduation,  10 
years  of  private  practice  in  Springfield, 
and  stints  with  various  Westfield  city 
committees,  Secretary  Sullivan  was 
elected  Mayor  of  the  "Whip  City" 
in  1994,  an  office  he  held  for  13  and  a 
half  years.  He  moved  to  the  state  level 


in  2007  as  Commissioner  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts Department  of  Conservation 
and  Recreation  prior  to  his  current 
appointment. 

In  his  years  at  the  municipal  level 
he  learned  that  the  success  of  any  new 
government  initiative  hinges  on  com- 
munity involvement  and  civic  engage- 
ment. "Projects  are  always  better  as  a 
result  of  taking  public  input  and  pub- 
lic comment  and  having  the  commu- 
nity involved  in  the  end  result,"  he 
explained.  "At  the  Office  of  Energy 
and  Environmental  Affairs,  we  are 
committed  to  a  serious  and  important 
outreach  into  the  community  to  take 
information  and  opinions." 

Appointed  by  Governor  Deval 
Patrick  in  2010,  Secretary  Sullivan 
takes  office  at  what  he  calls  an  "excit- 
ing time."  The  current  administration 
has  laid  out  an  ambitious  efficient 
energy  program  that  calls  for  an 
increase  in  wind  and  solar  power 
generation  and  a  reduction  in  fossil 
fuel  emissions. 

"Governor  Patrick  has  really  been 
a  national  leader  on  the  issues  of  clean 
energy  and  efficiencies,"  Secretary 
Sullivan  explained.  "Certainly  there 
has  been  an  emphasis  on  offshore 
wind  and  particularly  the  Cape  Wind 
Project  and  I'm  excited  to  be  moving 
forward  with  that. 

"Additionally,  we've  seen  a  signifi- 
cant growth  of  solar  in  the  Patrick 
administration.  The  Governor  set  a 
goal  of  250  megawatts  to  be  imple- 
mented in  the  Commonwealth  by 
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2017  and  we  are  well  on  our  way  to  be 
hitting  that  target.  There  is  a  lot  of 
excitement  and  a  lot  of  discussion  in 
many  municipalities  with  regard  to  con- 
verting closed  landfills  or  other  areas  to 
solar  arrays.  There  has  also  been  a 
decline  in  the  cost  of  installation  and  a 
decline  in  the  cost  oi  manufacturing  ol 
the  solar  components.  These  factors 
have  combined  to  create  a  successful 
clean  energy  sector  which  has  seen  sig- 
nificant job  growth."  In  fact,  the  Com- 
monwealth is  now  home  to  over  10,000 
clean  energy  sector  jobs,  a  60  percent 
increase  in  the  last  four  years. 

But  the  change  towards  efficient 
energy  is  not  without  its  bumps  in  the 
road.  At  the  end  of  2010,  Evergreen 
Solar,  a  solar  panel  manufacturer  based 
out  of  the  former  military  base  at  Fort 
Devens,  announced  it  was  shuttering  its 
domestic  operations,  putting  almost 
900  people  out  of  work 

"Evergreen  did  not  end  the  way  that 
everybody  would  have  liked,"  he  said 
about  the  situation.  "I  think  you  have 
to  look  at  Evergreen  in  a  much  larger 
context  than  that  one  specific  example. 
I  liken  it  to  an  investment  for  your 
retirement.  You're  going  to  have  some 
investments  that  under  perform  and 
some  that  over  perform  but  at  the  end 
of  the  day  you  want  to  be  able  to  reach 


your  goal,  you  want  your  overall  invest- 
ment strategy  to  be  successful  and  pay 
off  the  way  you  had  envisioned  it, 

"While  Evergreen  was  a  disappoint- 
ment when  you  look  at  it  individually, 
when  you  look  at  the  strategy  that  has 
been  laid  out  for  the  entire  sector,  I 
think  that  it  has  actually  been  very  suc- 
cessful. Under  the  Governor's  leader- 
ship, Massachusetts  has  placed  itself  in 
a  position  to  be  the  first  in  the  country 
to  do  many  of  these  things  and  is  truly 
looked  at  as  a  leader." 

Another  problem  that  faces  any 
energy  initiative  is  the  pushback  from 
"not  in  my  back  yard"  critics  as  seen 
recently  with  the  approval  of  the  Cape 
Wind  Project.  Residents  of  many  com- 
munities on  Cape  Cod  and  the  Islands 
objected  to  the  installation  of  130 
wind  turbines  standing  440'  in  the 
Nantucket  Sound.  Opponents  argued 
the  project  would  harm  local  fisheries, 
disturb  ancient  Native  American  ocean 
burial  grounds,  kill  migrating  birds,  and 
become  an  eyesore  on  the  horizon.  Pro- 
ponents, including  the  Patrick  adminis- 
tration, lauded  it  as  a  critical  step  to 
reducing  the  Commonwealth's  depen- 
dence on  fossil  fuels  and  tapping  into  a 
clean,  renewal  energy  source  inside  the 
state's  borders.  Estimates  claim  the  wind 
farm  could  produce  enough  energy  to 


power  75  percent  of  the  electricity 
needs  for  the  Cape  and  Islands. 

It  is  scenarios  like  this  one  where 
Secretary  Sullivan  relies  on  his  years 
of  experience  with  community  involve- 
ment at  the  municipal  level  to  make 
sure  all  issues  are  addressed.  "We  are 
committed  to  a  serious  and  important 
outreach  into  the  community  to  take 
input  and  they  are  not  always  easy  dis- 
cussions. You  will  see  a  new  emphasis 
placed  on  working  with  the  local  com- 
munity to  begin  to  implement  energy 
efficiencies  at  the  community  level. 
Certainly  the  goal  is  to  reduce  our 
emissions,  but  we  want  to  do  it  smartly 
so  we  can  lower  the  costs  to  consumers. 
We  also  want  to  work  directly  with 
homeowners  so  that  when  they  have 
decisions  to  make  about  their  energy- 
use  or  the  things  that  they  buy  or  how 
they  construct  their  homes  that  they 
are  doing  it  with  an  eye  toward  energy 
efficacies." 

Secretary  Sullivan  also  serves  as 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Clean 
Energy  Center  (CEC),  a  quasi-govern- 
mental organization  that  invests  in 
green  energy7  projects.  Western  New 
England  has  been  the  beneficiary  of 
several  grants  from  the  CEC  for  energy 
efficiency  efforts  on  campus.

The  CEC  is  essentially  the  Massachusetts 
equivalent  to  the  Connecticut  Clean 
Energy  Fund  where  fellow  alumnus 
Matthew  Stone  '06  serves  as  Counsel. 

The  Fund  invests  in  clean  energy  ini- 
tiatives throughout  the  Constitution 
State.  "There  are  three  primary  areas 
in  which  we  invest,"  explained  Matt. 
"The  first  is  in  projects  of  established 
technologies.  The  second  is  our  venture 
capital  arm  for  companies  that  may  have 
developed  a  brand  new  renewable 
energy  technology  or  may  have 
improved  upon  an  existing  technology 
but  need  to  prove  it  for  commercial 
appeal.  We  will  help  them  bridge  the 
gap  between  working  on  the  new 
technology  in  the  lab  and  making  it  a 
commercial  success.  Finally  we  try  to 
increase  the  voluntary  demand  for 
renewable  energy  in  the  state.  We  do 
this  through  education  and  outreach 
to  all  169  Connecticut  communities." 

The  Fund  was  created  by  the  Con- 
necticut legislature  in  the  late  1990s 


during  the  deregulation  of  the  electricity 
industry  as  an  incentive  to  generate 
renewable  energy  in  the  state.  "We  have 
our  own  statutory  section  and  we  are 
part  of  a  quasi-public  authority  of  the 
state,  so  not  quite  a  true  state  agency, 
but  we  are  a  governmental  entity," 
explained  Matt.  "We  have  wide  statutory 
authority  on  what  kind  of  renewable 
energy  projects  we  can  fund.  Thus  far  it 
has  been  primarily  solar  panels,  both  for 
residential  and  commercial  properties, 
fuel  cells,  and  some  wind  projects.  Most 
of  the  wind  projects  are  in  the  prefeasi- 
bility  stage  to  find  out  if  Connecticut 
has  the  appropriate  wind  speed  neces- 
sary to  support  wind  turbine  projects." 

The  organization  is  funded  by  the 
electric  ratepayers  of  Connecticut  and 
from  some  federal  government  monies. 
Under  the  statute  creating  the  Fund, 
a  percentage  of  charges  billed  by  Con- 
necticut Light  and  Power  and  United 
Illuminating  customers,  the  two  biggest 
electricity  providers  in  the  state,  is 
placed  in  an  account  designated  for  use 
by  the  organization.  In  a  typical  year  the 
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Fund  generates  around  $28  million,  most 
of  which  is  reinvested  into  numerous  pro- 
jects around  the  state 

"We  usually  fund  smaller  projects,  not 
major  multimillion  dollar  endeavors,"  Matt 
said.  "I  think  the  largest  contract  I  have 
ever  worked  on  was  maybe  a  million  and 
half  dollars  for  a  single  project,  but  that  is 
the  exception  to  the  rule  usually  they  are 
smaller  than  that." 

The  Fund  works  closely  with  the  state 
government  and  its  parent  organization, 
Connecticut  Innovations,  to  implement 
its  initiatives. 

"We  recently  partnered  with  Connecti- 
cut Innovations  and  the  Connecticut 
Department  of  Economic  and  Community 
Development  to  create  what  is  called  the 
Clean  Tech  Fund,"  said  Matt.  "Each  of  the 
entities  has  put  up  $3  million,  for  a  total  of 
$9  million  that  helps  to  finance  clean  tech- 
nology projects.  Each  entity  has  its  own 
areas  of  focus  that  it  wants  to  fund  out  of 
the  overall  money.  We  want  to  focus  on 


renewable  energy  technologies,  whereas 
other  entities  want  to  focus  on  something 
different  like  clean  water  projects. 

"Every  two  years  we  put  together  a  two- 
year  plan  for  how  we  intend  to  spend  the 
ratepayers'  money,  and  this  plan  has  to  be 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Util- 
ity Control.  We  occasionally  have  to  go 
before  them  as  participants  in  some  of  their 
dockets,  particularly  on  electricity  matters. 
If  we  have  a  project  that  requires  certain  air 
permits,  then  we  might  get  involved  with 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Protec- 
tion. And  the  Clean  Energy  Fund  has  a  1 5- 
member  board  of  directors  and  there  are 
many  representatives  from  various  state 
regulatory  agencies  on  our  board  so  we 
have  a  lot  of  interaction  with  the  other 
state  government  agencies." 

Matt  was  interested  in  environmental 
issues  long  before  he  entered  law  school. 
"I've  always  been  an  outdoor  kind  of  guy," 
explained  Matt.  "I  like  to  fish  and  go  hiking, 
and  I've  always  wanted  to  be  able  to  preserve 


as  much  of  the  environment  as  I  could  for 
my  kids  and  grandkids,  which  sounds  cliche 
these  days  but  is  actually  true." 

By  the  time  he  got  to  law  school  he 
knew  he  wanted  to  be  involved  in  environ- 
mental law.  In  his  last  two  years  of  law 
school  he  filled  his  elective  schedule  with 
every  class  he  could  find  that  was  in  any 
way  related  to  the  subject.  "I  took  a  Lot 
of  the  classes  that  dealt  with  regulation 
because  I  knew  that  environmental  law  is 
a  heavily  regulated  area,"  recalled  Matt. 
"So  1  took  some  of  the  environmental  law 
courses  that  dealt  with  regulation  like  the 
Clean  Water  Act  and  I  also  took  Adminis- 
trative Law,  which  was  probably  the  single 
best  class  1  took  as  far  as  preparing  me  for 
my  career." 

He  is  now  putting  those  skills  to  work 
every  day  helping  to  make  Connecticut  a 
little  cleaner  and  greener  for  generations 
to  come.  ♦ 
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Observation  can  be  a 
powerful  learning  tool. 

Beyond  internships  and  externships,  in 
today's  economic  climate,  opportunities  to 
shadow  practitioners  in  the  field  can  give 
students  valuable  preparation,  connections, 
and  insight  for  their  future  careers. 

The  Law  Alumni  Board  has  made  connecting 
students  and  recent  graduates  to  career 
opportunities  a  top  priority.  The  new  Shadow 
Experience  program  is  one  way  the  Board  has 
put  that  commitment  into  action. 

Inspired  by  his  Own  alumni  mentors,  Ryan  McKeen  '05,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board,  proposed  establishing  the  pilot  program  at  the  Board's 
October  meeting. 

"If  it  weren't  for  two  alums  looking  to  help  students,  I'm  not  sure  I'd  be 
where  I  am  today.  I  benefited  from  Bruce  Stanger  77  offering  a  paid  clerk- 
ship and  Jim  Turcotte  '84  offering  an  externship,"  said  McKeen,  who  is  an 
Associate  at  Leone,  Throwe,  Teller  &  Nagle. 

McKeen  first  turned  to  the  Board  members  to  open  their  doors  for  the 
Shadow  Experience  and  then  worked  closely  with  Paula  Zimmer,  Assistant 
Dean  of  Career  Services,  to  get  the  word  out  to  the  alumni  population  and  to 
students.  Despite  a  short  lead-time,  the  first  students  were  able  to  participate 
in  the  Shadow  Experience  during  Winter  Break  while  more  participated  in 
the  spring. 

Karolyn  Ryan  3L  was  among  that  group.  She  spent  a  day  shadowing  Attor- 
ney Teresa  DiNardi  '06  of  Ruane  Attorneys  at  Law.  Featured  in  The  New  York 
Times  and  the  Connecticut  press,  DiNardi  has  built  a  reputation  by  specializ- 
ing in  the  defense  of  DUI  cases. 

While  she  had  interned  with  Hartford  DCF,  Corporation  Counsel  of  the 
City  of  Torrington,  and  planned  to  clerk  at  Hartford  Superior  Court  in  the 
spring,  Ryan  welcomed  the  opportunity  to  a  watch  a  successful  young 
alumna  in  action. 

Ryan  observed  Attorney  DiNardi  working  with  clients  who  have  been 
charged  with  DUIs  in  Connecticut. 

"I  went  to  the  Rockville  Court  with  her  where  she  consulted  with  a  client 
about  treatment  options  that  the  state  would  allow  him  to  undergo  in 
exchange  for  dropped  charges,"  explained  Ryan.  She  accompanied  DiNardi 
to  the  Wethersfield  DMV  where  she  was  introduced  to  a  3L  from  another  law 
school.  Said  Ryan,  "He  was  certified  to  present  client  cases  at  DMV  hearings 
and  I  heard  him  make  objections  and  arguments  at  such  hearings." 


The  experience  taught  Ryan  strategies  on  how  to  approach  a  DUI  case, 
such  as  "which  clients  to  bring  to  a  hearing  and  which  not  to."  It  also  con- 
firmed her  interest  in  solo  practice.  She  said,  "This  experience  made  me 
feel  more  confident  that  this  is  an  entrepreneurial  venture  I  could  do  on 
my  own." 

Attorney  DiNardi  was  pleased  that  she  could  open  doors 
of  experience  to  students  coming  up  behind  her.  She  stated, 
"I  chose  to  participate  because  Julia  Lentini  '06  contacted 
me  and  explained  there  was  a  shadow  program  at  Western 
New  England  and  that  a  student  requested  to  spend  a  day 
with  me  as  she  was  very  interested  in  DUI  defense  work.  I 
was  more  than  happy  to  have  her  spend  a  day  with  me. 
Hopefully  I  can  help  with  more  students  in  the  future  as  DiNardi 
they  try  to  find  their  way." 

For  Lauren  Honigman  3L,  a  scheduling  conflict  led  to  an  unexpected  oppor- 
tunity. She  was  originally  slated  to  shadow  Attorney  Kathleen  O'Malley  '04 
of  Denner  Pellegrino  LLP  at  her  Springfield  office.  When  O'Malley  was  called 
away  to  an  emergency  custody  hearing,  her  colleague,  Hon.  Joseph  Pelle- 
grino, retired  justice  of  the  Massachusetts  Trial  Courts,  graciously  invited 
Honigman  to  observe  a  deposition. 

Honigman  signed  on  for  the  Shadow  Experience  because  she  wanted  "to 
gain  a  deeper  perspective  into  what  a  typical  day  could  be  like  for  an  attor- 
ney." She  is  glad  to  have  made  the  connection  to  O'Malley  because  both 
had  earned  master's  degrees  in  social  work,  O'Malley  as  part  of  the  School 
of  Law's  combined  degree  program  offered  in  collaboration  with  Springfield 
College.  Despite  prior  externship  experiences  at  the  Massachusetts  Justice  Pro- 
ject and  Massachusetts  Fair  Housing,  plus  board  membership  at  the  Greenfield 
Restorative  Justice  Program,  she  was  still  eager  "to  continue  my  search  into 
what  I  like  and  don't  like  before  I  enter  the  real  world." 

She  welcomed  the  opportunity  to  observe  her  first-ever  deposition. 
Recalled  Honigman,  "The  deposition  lasted  approximately  two  hours  and 
afterwards  the  Judge  and  I  spoke  for  over  an  hour.  During  that  time,  he 
explained  the  context  of  the  case  and  answered  some  of  my  questions. 
A  large  part  of  the  time  was  spent  just  getting  to  know  each  other." 

For  Honigman,  the  best  part  of  the  experience  was  access  to  someone 
with  such  an  extensive  legal  career.  She  said,  "Judge  Pellegrino  had  a  lot  of 
good  advice  and  stories  to  share  and  he  was  much  more  friendly  and  down 
to  earth  than  I  anticipated  given  his  status.  He  expressed  that  he  has  never 
had  a  boring  day  in  his  life.  I  think  it's  very  important  to  do  something  that 
you  love.  I  feel  even  more  assured  of  that  after  speaking  with  him."

Mark  Mastroianni  '89 

Elected  as  New  District  Attorney 


Mark  Mastroianni  '89  was  sworn  in  as  District 
Attorney  for  Hampden  County,  a  junsdiction 
that  includes  Springfield,  on  January  5,  2011, 
after  winning  the  general  election  for  the  seat 
in  November  2010.  Running  as  an  indepen- 
dent candidate,  Mastroianni  garnered  59 
percent  of  the  vote  en  route  to  defeating 
Democratic  challenger  Stephen  Buoniconti  '95. 

"The  Office  of  the  District  Attorney  can 
affect  people  in  so  many  ways,"  said  Mas- 
troianni after  his  swearing  in  at  the  Hampden 
County  Hall  of  Justice  in  Springfield.  "The 
Office  can  help  bring  a  sense  of  well  being, 
safety,  and  peace  of  mind  to  the  community." 

Mastroianni,  who  resides  in  Westfield,  MA, 
brings  20  years  of  courtroom  experience  to 
the  position.  In  the  1990s,  he  served  as  a 
Hampden  County  Assistant  District  Attorney. 
Since  leaving  the  DAs  office,  Mastroianni  has 
run  a  successful  private  practice  with  a  focus 
on  criminal  defense. 

Buoniconti,  of  West  Springfield,  MA,  was 
a  former  Massachusetts  State  Senator  and  for- 
mer Assistant  District  Attorney  He  outlasted 
a  field  of  five  Democrats  in  the  primary  elec- 
tion, including  fellow  alums  Assistant  District 
Attorney  James  Goodhines  '95,  and  Attorney 
Michael  Kogut  '81,  along  with  Assistant  District 
Attorney  Stephen  Spelman,  and  Attorney 
Brett  Vottero.  Buoniconti  took  the  Democratic 
primary  with  37  percent  of  the  vote.  There 
was  no  Republican  nominee. 

Western  New  England  played  an  impor- 
tant role  in  the  campaign  as  the  J.  Gerard  Pel- 
legrini Moot  Court  Room  served  as  the  host 
venue  for  a  pair  of  candidate  forums.  The  first 
took  place  on  September  7,  one  week  before 
the  primary  and  featured  all  five  Democratic 
hopefuls  and  Mastroianni.  The  candidates 
answered  questions  before  an  overflow  crowd 
for  90  minutes.  The  Institute  for  Legislative 
and  Governmental  Affairs  organized  the 


forums  and  Institute  Director  and  Professor 
of  Law  Art  Wolf  served  as  moderator.  Profes- 
sor of  Law  Art  Leavens,  Attorney  V  Van  John- 
son III  '04,  and  Springfield  Republican  Reporter 
Stephanie  Barry  served  as  panelists. 

On  October  4,  Mastroianni  and  Buoniconti 
again  met  at  the  Blake  Law  Center,  this  time 
in  a  one-on-one  debate  less  than  one  month 
before  the  general  election.  An  estimated  150 
people  packed  the  Pellegrini  Moot  Court 
Room  for  the  only  official  debate  between  the 
two  finalists.  Both  forums  were  streamed  live 
on  the  Western  New  England  website  and  on 
masslive.com.  They  were  sponsored  by  the 
School  of  Law,  masslive.com,  the  Republican, 
Wilbraham  Public  Access,  and  East  Long- 
meadow  Public  Access. 

Mastroianni  replaces  William  Bennett  who 
held  the  post  for  20  years.  Bennett  decided 
against  seeking  re-election. 

Several  other  alumni  enjoyed  successful 
campaigns  for  office  at  the  state-level  during 
the  2010  election  season.  Tim  Murray  '94  (D) 
earned  another  four-year  term  as  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  Massachusetts.  Also  in  Massachu- 
setts, State  Senator  Gale  Candaras  '82  (D)  and 
State  Representatives  Cheryl  Coakley-Rivera 
'95  (D)  and  Angelo  Puppolo  Jr.  '01  (D)  all 
won  return  trips  to  Beacon  Hill.  In  Connecti- 
cut, State  Senator  John  Kissel  '84  (R)  earned 
his  seventh  term  to  represent  the  Seventh  Dis- 
trict and  Larry  Cafero  '8 1  (R)  was  re-elected  to 
represent  Norwalk's  142nd  General  Assembly 
District  and  was  also  renamed  the  House 
Republican  Leader  by  his  colleagues.

When  that  pivotal  moment  comes,  Western  New  England 
students  are  well  prepared  thanks  to  the  intensive  preparation  and  training 
they  receive  as  participants  in  the  Criminal  Law  Clinic  under  the  guidance  of 
Clinical  Professor  of  Law  Tina  Wescott  Cafaro  '95.

Criminal  Law  Clinic 


Prior  to  their  first  day  in  court,  Professor  Cafaro 
leads  students  through  an  extensive  orientation. 
Following  this  initial  training  period  both  in  the 
classroom  and  in  the  J.  Gerard  Pellegrini  Moot 
Court  Room,  the  class  meets  once  a  week  as  a 
whole  while  members  serve  as  student  attorneys 
within  the  Hampden  County  District  Attorney's 
Office.  Through  the  Clinic,  they  gain  substantial 
exposure  to  the  entire  process  of  litigating  a 
criminal  case. 

By  court  rule,  students  in  the  Criminal  Law 
Clinic  are  authorized  to  practice  in  any  District 
Court  case,  which  includes  a  mix  of  misdemeanors 
and  certain  felonies.  Student  attorneys  find  them- 
selves in  three  different  sessions  of  the  District 
Court:  the  arraignment  session,  the  motion  ses- 
sion, and  ultimately,  the  jury  session. 

"The  Clinic  provides  students  with  the  hands- 
on  experiential  learning  that  introduces  them  to 
the  skills  they  need  to  step  out  of  law  school  and 
start  practicing  law.  My  goal  is  to  teach  the  stu- 
dents how  to  prepare  and  present  a  case,  consider 
ethical  obligations,  and  to  provide  them  with  the 
opportunity  to  gain  confidence  in  their  skills  and 
grow  as  an  advocate,"  explained  Professor  Cafaro. 


A  graduate  of  UMass 
Amherst,  intern  Isaac 
Mass  3L  saw  a  full  gamut 
of  District  Court  cases. 
He  prepared  a  motion  to 
suppress  in  a  drug  distribu- 
tion case,  prosecuted  an  OUI 
bench  trial,  and  prepared  a 
domestic  violence  victim 
for  trial  that  was  avoided 
through  a  successfully  nego- 
tiated plea  agreement. 


"The  most  valuable  experience  of  the  Clinic  was 
getting  up  and  making  an  argument  before  a 
judge,"  said  Isaac.  "The  confidence  you  gain  is 
invaluable.  I  was  pleasantly  surprised  by  the  gen- 
eral professionalism  and  courtesy  between  pros- 
ecution and  defense  counsel."  But  he  was  also 
surprised  at  "the  meaninglessness  of  sentences 
imposed,  when  recidivist  offenders  appeared 
before  the  court  after  release  without  condition 
prior  to  the  completion  of  their  sentence." 

For  him,  the  best  lessons  taken  away  are  "the 
critical  importance  of  preparation  and  the  ability 
to  know  and  accept  the  things  which  you  cannot 
change.  I  found  the  most  challenging  part  of  the 
Clinic  was  making  decisions  over  which  you  had 
complete  discretion,  but  which  changed  people's 
lives.  For  example,  'Do  I  charge  an  OUI  as  a  sec- 
ond offense  when  the  prior  conviction  was  over 
25  years  ago?  Do  you  spare  your  victim  the 
trauma  of  trial  when  a  plea  agreement  means  a 
clearly  guilty  offender  will  serve  no  time?" 

These  are  questions  he  will  continue  to 
explore  in  the  coming  years.  After  taking  the  Bar 
this  summer,  the  Greenfield,  MA,  native  has  been 
offered  an  internship  as  a  3:03  certified  attorney 
with  the  Northwest  DA's  Office.  Following  the 
internship,  he  hopes  to  work  with  a  DA's  Office 
in  western  Massachusetts  or  as  a  bar  advocate 
in  private  practice. 

Robert  Preziosi  3L  has  long  held  his  career 
goals  firmly  in  sight.  During  college,  his  interest 
in  law  was  piqued  by  a  tour  of  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  given  by  his  brother  who  is  a  member  of 
the  Court's  police  force.  As  an  undergraduate  at 
Rutgers  University,  he  majored  in  History  and 
Political  Science  and  joined  the  U.S.  Army  ROTC 
program.  He  applied  for  and  was  granted  an 
educational  delay  to  attend  law  school.  Techni- 
cally, Rob  is  a  reserve  officer.  With  a  promotion

during  law  school, 
he  currently  holds 
the  rank  of  First 
Lieutenant. 

"Whether  you 
want  to  be  a  prose- 
cutor or  a  civil  liti- 
gator, certainly 
learning  how  to 
handle  a  case  file, 
analyze  evidence, 
and  examine  wit- 
nesses are  skills 
applicable  to  any 
criminal  or  civil 
context  across  the  board,"  said  Rob. 

Prior  to  participating  in  the  Criminal  Law 
Clinic,  Rob  had  interned  with  Judge  William 
Boyle.  He  recalled,  "I  came  to  know  many  of  the 
judges  and  I  sat  in  on  many  of  the  arraignment 
sessions  and  criminal  sessions,  so  this  was  a  nice 
chance  to  sort  of  come  off  the  sidelines." 

His  first  trial  was  prosecuting  an  OUI  Case, 
which  included  presenting  two  Massachusetts 
State  Police  troopers  as  witnesses.  He  also  han- 
dled a  destruction  of  property  case,  which  pre- 
sented the  very  different  challenges  of  dealing 
with  a  civilian  witness. 

"I  was  surprised  how  difficult  dealing  with  a 
civilian  witness  could  be.  It  takes  a  great  deal  of 
interpersonal  skills  to  be  able  to  explain  to  them 
what  you're  trying  to  prove  in  a  court  of  law." 

The  case  had  been  sitting  on  the  docket  for 
more  than  two  years,  so  Rob  was  pleased  that 
he  was  able  to  work  out  a  plea  bargain  with 
the  defense  attorney  that  served  the  interests 
of  justice. 

Throughout  the  clinical  experience,  Professor 
Cafaro  maintains  close  contacts  with  student 
attorneys  attending  arraignments  early  on  and 
appearing  alongside  them  in  court  as  they  step 
into  the  very  real  world  of  criminal  prosecution. 

Said  Rob,  "During  the  clinic  you're  allowed  to 
do  your  'crawl  and  walk'  phase  before  you  grad- 
uate. So  you  develop  those  good  habits  that  will 
be  imperative  to  you  when  you  are  handling 
multiple  matters  at  the  same  time." 

Rob  will  soon  be  putting  the  skills  learned  in 
the  Criminal  Law  Clinic  to  work.  From  a  nation- 
wide applicant  pool  of  more  than  800,  Rob 
was  one  of  fewer  than  100  applicants  recently 
selected  to  join  the  JAG  Corps.

As  a  Title  IX  scholar,  Associate  Professor  of  Law  Erin  Buzuvis  advocates  for  equality,  in  the  classroom, 
on  the  playing  field,  and  in  access  to  cocurricular  opportunities.  Tjtle  IX  of  the  Education  Amendments 
Act  1972  is  a  law  that  prohibits  discrimination  based  on  sex  for  any  education  program  or  activity  that 
receives  federal  financial  assistance.  Title  IX  is  most  known  for  the  impact  it  has  had  on  increasing 
opportunities  for  women  in  scholastic  and  collegiate  athletics.  It  is  an  area  of  the  law  that  encom- 
passes many  of  Professor  Buzuvis's  interests. 


"Title  IX  is  a  great  convergence  of  issues," 
explained  Professor  Buzuvis  of  her  interest 
in  the  statute  that  celebrates  its  40th 
anniversary  next  year.  "It  allows  me  to 
consider  civil  rights,  discrimination  on  the 
basis  of  sex  and  sexual  orientation, 
inequalities  in  sports  and  how  those  can 
operate  to  promote  or  dismantle  inequali- 
ties in  the  wider  world,  education,  and 
administrative  law.  If  students  can  have 
access  to  all  facets  of  an  education  com- 
pletely free  of  any  son  of  barner,  the  bet- 
ter off  we  will  be  as  a  society." 

She  has  written  several  scholarly 
pieces  on  the  subject,  including  an  article 
for  the  William  &  Mary  Journal  of  Women 
and  the  Law  chronicling  a  strange  incident 
that  occurred  during  her  time  as  a  Visiting 
Professor  at  the  University  of  Iowa  College 
of  Law. 

During  a  conference  at  the  university 
on  gender  equity  in  athletics,  Professor 
Buzuvis  criticized  the  tradition  of  painting 
the  visiting  football  locker  room  in  Kin- 
nick  Stadium  pink,  a  color  that  longtime 
Iowa  Head  Coach  Hayden  Fry  claimed 
would  put  opponents  in  a  "passive 
mood."  She  said  it  was  a  "subtle  way  of 
painting  the  words  'sissy'  'girlie  man'  . . . 
on  the  walls."  The  comment  landed  her  in 
the  middle  of  a  national  media  frenzy. 

"For  me,  I  made  a  two-minute  com- 
ment, I  sat  down,  and  went  back  to 
work,"  she  recalled.  "Because  of  the  hype 
that  had  gone  into  that  particular  meeting 
and  the  way  things  get  amplified  through 
the  Internet  and  the  media,  the  reaction  to 
the  comment  reached  a  scale  I  never  could 
have  foreseen.  One  of  the  perceptions  as 
the  story  stayed  in  the  news  was  that  I 
continued  to  make  these  arguments  over 
and  over  again,  and  that  wasn't  the  case. 
The  only  thing  I  wanted  to  do  was  go  on 


the  record  as  pointing  out  that  they  were 
doing  something  that  was  at  cross  pur- 
poses with  gender  equality  in  athletics." 

Professor  Buzuvis  used  the  incident  to 
focus  her  scholarly  work. 

"It  definitely  crystallized  my  research 
agenda  around  gender  discrimination  in 
athletics,"  she  recalled.  "I  used  the  expe- 
rience as  a  positive.  Certainly  as  it  was 
happening  I  didn't  realize  I  was  going  to 
write  an  article  about  it  and  that  article 
was  going  to  lead  to  new  ways  of  think- 
ing about  the  relationship  between  sports 
and  culture  that  I  teach  about  in  my 
seminar  class." 

Perhaps  the  platform  through  which 
she  is  making  the  most  difference  is  her 
Title  IX  blog  (title-rx.blogspot.com).  The 
blog,  which  is  run  by  Professor  Buzuvis 
and  Knstme  Newhall,  a  Ph.D.  candidate 
in  Women's  Studies  at  Iowa,  started  as  a 
repository  for- news  stories  and  scholar- 
ship on  the  issue  of  Title  IX. 

"The  blog  was  created  as  a  way  of 
keeping  a  file  for  myself,  just  keeping 
track  of  news  stones  and  cases  since  I 
planned  to  write  extensively  in  this  area," 
explained  Professor  Buzuvis.  "I  thought 
I'd  make  it  public  in  case  other  people  are 
interested  too.  Even  if  no  one  reads  this 
blog,  it  is  helping  me  get  a  handle  on  the 
universe  of  Title  IX  so  I  can  write  about  it 
in  a  more  scholarly  way.  It  turns  out  that 
people  actually  do  read  it  and  care  about 
what  we  are  saying  about  Title  IX.  It  is 
really  like  a  community  resource. 

"I  definitely  appreciate  when  someone 
from  a  national  law  center  recognizes  me 
from  the  blog,  but  even  more  important  is 
when  a  mom  or  dad  emails  me  to  say  'I 
used  your  blog  to  find  out  some  informa- 
tion that  helped  me  file  a  complaint 
against  my  daughters  school  and  now  the 


Office  of  Civil  Rights  is  involved  and 
things  are  getting  better.'" 

She  joined  the  faculty  at  Western  New 
England  lollowmg  her  stint  at  Iowa.  The 
Keene,  NH,  native  was  grateful  to  be  back 
in  New  England  and  for  the  opportunity 
to  teach  at  our  law  school. 

"I  considered  it  to  be  a  hugely  fortu- 
itous thing  to  get  an  offer  from  a  law 
school  in  New  England,"  she  recalled. 
"When  1  came  to  the  School  of  Law  to 
interview  and  met  with  the  faculty  and 
students,  I  realized  I  was  luckier  than  I 
ever  knew  because  it  is  clear  that  we  have 
a  real  community  here." 

Her  hiring  added  to  the  distinguished 
group  of  scholars  and  educators  the 
School  of  Law  boasts  in  the  area  of  gen- 
der, sexuality,  and  the  law. 

"I  think  we're  an  emerging  leader,"  she 
said.  "Right  now  we  have  some  important 
resources  in  the  faculty  and  curriculum.  1 
think  we  are  still  getting  our  head  around 
what  it  means  to  be  a  leader  in  this  area 
and  what  we  can  do  with  the  resources 
that  we  have  in  order  to  capitalize  on 
them  more." 

In  the  fall,  the  School  of  Law  will  add 
a  seventh  concentration  to  its  curricular 
offerings  in  Gender  and  Sexual  Studies. 
Students  in  this  concentration  will  com- 
plete studies  focusing  on  issues  relating 
to  gender,  sexual  orientation,  and  gender 
identity.  The  curriculum  addresses  indi- 
vidual rights  and  social  justice  move- 
ments, as  well  as  problems  of  theory. 

Professor  Buzuvis  will  be  here  to  see 
the  launch  of  the  concentration  and  hope- 
fully for  many  years  to  come.  "I  have 
fallen  in  love  with  this  area  of  the  state 
and  this  a  great  institution  to  be  at;  unpar- 
alleled in  terms  of  professional  collegial 
relationships  and  relationships  with  stu- 
dents and  alumni  who  keep  in  touch." 
She  will  be  copresenting  research  entitled 
"Counting  Athletes  After  Biediger  v.  Quin- 
nipiac  University:  Best  Practices  for  Roster 
Management  and  Sport  Sponsorship"  at 
the  NCAA  Gender  Equity  Issues  Forum  in 
Bethesda,  MD,  on  May  2.  ♦ 
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Bridgette  Baldwin,  Associate 
Professor  of  Law,  successfully 
defended  her  Ph.D  in  the  depart- 
ment of  Law,  Policy  and  Society 
at  Northeastern  University. 
Professor  Baldwin  also  published 
"Stratification  of  the  Welfare 
Poor:  Intersections  of  Gender, 
Race  and  Worthiness  in  Poverty 
Discourse  and  Policy"  in  The 
Modem  American.  Professor 
Baldwin  was  also  the  moderator 
and  a  panelist  at  the  Third 
National  People  of  Color  Legal 
Scholarship  Conference:  Our 
Country,  Our  World  in  a  "Post- 
Racial"  Era  at  Seton  Hall  Univer- 
sity School  of  Law. 

Erin  Buzuvis,  Associate  Professor 
of  Law,  presented  "The  Feminist 
Case  for  NCAAs  Recognition  of 
Competitive  Cheer  as  an  Emerg- 
ing Sport  for  Women"  at  the 
Boston  College  Law  Review  Sym- 
posium. Professor  Buzuvis  also 
published  an  article  titled  "Trans- 
gender  Student-Athletes  and  Sex- 
Segregated  Sport:  Developing 
Policies  of  Inclusion  for  Intercol- 
legiate and  Interscholastic  Athlet- 
ics" in  the  Seton  Hall  journal  of 
Sports  and  Entertainment  Law,  as 
well  as  "Sidelined:  Examining 
Barriers  to  Women's  Leadership 
in  College  Athletics  Through  the 
Lens  of  Title  IX  Retaliation 
Cases"  in  the  Duke  Journal  of 
Gender  Law  &  Policy.

Harbury.  Despite  the  peace 
accords  in  1996  ending  the 
36-year  war  in  Guatemala  that 
left  200,000  civilians  dead,  and  a 
decade-long  struggle  to  return  to 
the  rule  of  law,  the  intellectual 
authors  of  the  war  crimes  have 
not  been  brought  to  trial.  The 
delegation  met  with  nongovern- 
mental organizations,  survivors 
of  the  genocide,  family  members 
of  the  disappeared,  human  rights 
lawyers,  prosecutors,  and  a 
member  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Guatemala.  The  delegation  is 
committed  to  ongoing  efforts  to 
support  human  rights  defenders, 
who  are  risking  their  lives  to 
demand  justice  and  an  end  to 
impunity  for  human  rights  viola- 
tors. For  more  information  visit 
the  SALT  website. 

Art  Gaudio,  Dean  and  Professor 
of  Law,  has  for  the  past  two 
years  been  the  reporter  (drafts- 
person)  for  the  National  Confer- 
ence of  Commissioners  on 
Uniform  Law  on  Notarial  Acts. 
The  final  version  of  that  revision 
was  approved  by  the  Conference 
at  its  annual  conference  in 
Chicago.  It  is  now  available  for 
adoption  by  state  legislatures. 
The  act  deals  with  performance 
of  "notarial  acts,"  i.e.,  functions 
normally  performed  by  notaries 


public.  This  revision  also  pro- 
vides for  the  performance  of 
notarial  acts  by  electronic 
processes.  It  contains  a  number 
of  provisions  that  will  increase  the 
security  and  integrity  of  notarial 
acts.  It  is  available  at  the  following 
website:  www.nccusl.org. 

Dean  Gaudio  has  been 
appointed  the  Chair  of  the 
Questionnaire  Committee  of 
the  American  Bar  Association's 
Section  on  Legal  Education  and 
Admissions  to  the  Bar.  This  com- 
mittee revises  and  maintains  the 
questionnaire  that  is  completed 
annually  by  all  ABA  approved  law 
schools.  The  committee  also 
revises  and  maintains  the  site  visit 
questionnaires  that  are  used  in  the 
sabbatical  reaccreditation  of  ABA 
approved  law  schools. 

Eric  Gouvin,  Professor  of  Law  and 
Director,  Law  and  Business  Cen- 
ter for  Advancing  Entrepreneur- 
ship,  was  invited  to  speak  at  the 
Salmon  P.  Chase  School  of  Law 
at  Northern  Kentucky  University, 
where  he  addressed  the  faculty 
on  the  challenges  of  educating  in 
preparing  business  lawyers 
and  offered  some  suggestions 
for  addressing  those  challenges. 
He  later  delivered  a  talk  to  the 
students  entitled  "Things  Every 
Business  Lawyer  Should  Know 
(But  Probably  Won't  Learn  in 
Law  School)."  Professor  Gouvin 
has  also  been  appointed  to  serve 
as  Chair  of  the  Sabbatical  Site 
Inspection  visit  to  Texas  Wes- 
leyan  School  of  Law  in  Fort 
Worth,  TX,  by  the  American 
Bar  Association. 

Professor  Gouvin  presented 
an  online  webinar  with  Attorney 


Michael  Sweet  of  the  Springfield 
law  firm  of  Doherty,  Wallace, 
Pillsbury  and  Murphy  on  "Incor- 
porating Your  Business-LLCs, 
S  Corps,  and  Everything  Else," 
at  the  Scibelli  Enterprise  Center 
at  Springfield  Technical  Commu- 
nity College  in  conjunction  with 
MassChallenge,  a  nonprofit  orga- 
nization that  conducts  a  business 
plan  competition  and  awards 
funding  to  the  winners. 

Professor  Gouvin  was  elected 
to  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Section  on  Agency,  Partner- 
ships and  Unincorporated  Associ- 
ations at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  AALS  in  San  Francisco  in 
January.  He  has  also  been  elected 
Secretary  of  the  proposed  Section 
on  Transactional  Law  and  Skills 
which  is  pending  approval  by  the 
Sections  and  Meetings  Commit- 
tee of  the  AALS.

Samuel  Stonefield,  Professor 
of  Law,  has  published  an  article, 
"Rule  801(d)s  Oxymoronic 
'Not  Hear-say'  Classification: 


The  Untold  Backstory  and  a 
Suggested  Amendment,"  in  the 
Spring  issue  of  the  Federal 
Courts  Law  Review,  the  law  jour- 
nal of  the  Federal  Magistrate 
Judges  Association.  An  earlier 
draft  of  his  article  was  presented 
at  the  October  2010  meeting  of 
the  Advisory  Committee  to  the 
Federal  Rules  of  Evidence.  In 
the  article.  Professor  Stonefield 
recounts  the  century-long  debate 
over  the  proper  classification  of 
admissions  and  prior  statements 
and  shows  why  Wigmore  and 
other  scholars  wanted  to  treat 
them  as  anything  except  as  what 
they  are,  which  is  hearsay  excep- 
tions. He  shows  how  the  earlier 
debate  influenced  the  drafting 
of  Rule  801(d)  and  led  to  the 
current  Rule  801(d),  which 
uses  the  oxymoronic  term  "not 
hearsay"  to  describe  admittedly 
hearsay  evidence.  After  provid- 
ing the  backstory  to  the  rule,  he 
presents  several  alternative  solu- 
tions to  the  problem  and  urges 
the  Federal  Rules  Advisory 
Committee  and  comparable 
state  bodies  to  amend  the  rule.

FALL  2010  SUMMARY  OF  PROGRAMS 


By  recent  tradition,  the  first  Institute  event 
of  the  fall  semester  is  the  commemoration 
of  Constitution  Day,  celebrating  its  signing 
on  September  17, 1787.  This  year,  however, 
on  September  7,  we  held  the  first  debate 
among  the  candidates  for  Hampden  County 
District  Attorney.  The  retirement  of  DA 
William  Bennett,  first  elected  in  1990, 
created  the  vacancy.  The  article  on  page  12 
discusses  the  debates  the  Institute  hosted 
and  the  election  of  Mark  Mastroianni  '89, 
as  the  new  District  Attorney. 


CONSTITUTION  DAY 

On  September  17,  Professor  James  W. 
Gordon  presented  the  annual  lecture  on 
Constitution  Day:  "Civil  Liberties  During 
the  American  Civil  War."  Professor  Gordon 
described  the  contending  positions  of  histo- 
rians in  relation  to  Lincoln's  suspension  of 
the  (writ  of)  habeas  corpus,  and  the  use  of 
military  arrests  and  military  commissions  to 
prevent  and  punish  civilian  opposition  to  the 
War.  The  traditional  view  was  that  Lincoln 
and  the  military  made  widespread  use  of 
military  arrests  to  silence  or  punish  those 
who  opposed  the  War.  More  recent  empirical 
scholarship  suggests  that  these  arrests  and 
military  trials  were  far  less  widespread  than 
previously  assumed,  took  place  primarily  in 
the  border  states  and  in  the  occupied  South, 
and  involved  guerrilla  activity,  spying, 
law-breaking  in  military  camps,  or  active, 
tangible  support  for  the  South's  war  effort, 
rather  than  mere  verbal  opposition  to  Lin- 
coln's policies.  Professor  Gordon  concluded 
that  the  proposition  that  Lincoln  greatly 
expanded  the  war  powers  of  the  Presidency 
in  fighting  the  Civil  War  is  not  in  dispute,  but 
that  the  traditional  view  that  he  used  military 
arrests  and  military  trials  to  violate  funda- 
mental civil  liberties  everywhere  in  the  North 
is  not  supported  by  the  recent  scholarship. 


As  a  prelude  to  the  15th  Annual  Supreme  Court  Review  Conference,  Professors  Leora  Marpaz, 
Bruce  Miller,  and  I  presented  an  overview  of  the  work  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  its  key  decisions 
during  the  October  2009  Term.  Eleven  days  later  on  October  16,  Professor  Giovanna  Shay  joined 
us  for  our  15th  Annual  Supreme  Court  Review  Conference. 

Professor  Harpaz  began  the  conference  addressing  four  key  First  Amendment  cases:  two 
involving  the  religion  clauses  and  two  involving  the  free  speech  clause.  In  the  religion  cases,  the 
Court  rejected  a  claim  for  campus  recognition  by  a  religious  organization  that  refused  to 
comply  with  a  law  school's  non-discrimination  policy.  It  remanded  a  case  in  which  the  plaintiffs 
challenged  a  cross  on  public  property,  which  Congress  then  transferred  to  private  ownership. 

I  discussed  two  federalism  cases,  starting  with  the  Court's  decision  that  the  Second  Amend- 
ment right  to  keep  and  bear  arms  for  self-defense  in  the  home,  as  defined  in  District  of  Columbia 
v.  Heller  (2008),  applies  to  state  and  local  governments  through  the  Due  Process  Clause  of  the 
14th  Amendment.  The  Court  also  ruled  that  Congress  may,  with  the  aid  of  the  Necessary  and 
Proper  Clause,  authorize  the  United  States  Government  to  commit  civilly  a  mentally  ill,  sexually 
dangerous  federal  prisoner,  who  has  served  his  prison  sentence. 

Professor  Shay  explored  the  criminal  law  cases,  which  have  constituted  a  large  part  of  the 
Court's  docket  in  recent  years.  She  addressed  the  three  Miranda  decisions  the  Court  decided  last 
term.  While  the  government  "won"  in  all  three  cases,  she  noted  that  the  Court  still  seems  com- 
mitted to  the  centrality  of  the  Miranda  warning. 

Professor  Miller  concluded  the  individual  presentations  before  the  final  panel  discussion.  He 
discussed  the  Court's  decision  that  accepted  the  constitutional  claims  of  corporations  (and  infer- 
ential^ unions)  to  contribute  without  limit  to  political  campaigns,  striking  down  a  key  feature  of 
the  McCain-Feingold  Act.  Professor  Miller  also  explored  the  decision  upholding,  against  First 
Amendment  challenge,  a  federal  criminal  statute  that  prohibits,  as  material  support  for  terrorist 
activity,  training  of  members  of  a  group  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  State  as  a  Foreign  Terror- 
ist Organization  on  the  peaceful  uses  of  humanitarian  and  international  law.

Stock  Market  Challenge

A  world  record  was  set  in  Rivers  Memorial  Hall  on  November  4 
as  Western  New  England  hosted  the  largest  ever  Student  Stock 
Market  Challenge.  Over  600  middle  and  high  school  students 
from  throughout  western  Massachusetts  took  part  in  the  morn- 
ing session  of  the  Stock  Market  Challenge.  The  afternoon  fea- 
tured teams  from  Western  New  England  College,  Elms  College, 
Springfield  Technical  College,  Springfield  College,  American 
International  College,  and  Westfield  State  University. 

Created  to  look  and  feel  like  Wall  Street,  the  Stock  Market 
Challenge  is  an  advanced  high-tech  stock  market  simulation 
where  teams  compete  in  a  virtual  world  to  see  who  will  amass 
the  highest  net  worth  by  the  end  of  the  investing  period.  The 
event  was  fast-paced,  with  teams  competing  through  60  trad- 
ing days  in  one  hour,  or  a  new  trading  day  every  minute. 

Adult  representatives  of  corporate  sponsors  who  funded 
the  student  teams  competed  in  the  evening.  Students  from 
the  School  of  Business  volunteered  throughout  the  day  to 
assist  the  organizers  from  Junior  Achievement  of  Western 
Massachusetts.

Campus  Expansion:  Grand  Opening 
of  Center  for  the  Sciences  and  Pharmacy 

Western  New  England  celebrated  the  completion  of  its  most  ambitious  building  project  in  its 
91 -year  history,  the  Center  for  the  Sciences  and  Pharmacy.  Constructed  over  the  past  15 
months,  this  four-story,  126,000  square-foot  addition  to  campus  houses  programs  in  biology, 
chemistry,  psychology,  neuroscience,  and  pre-pharmacy.  The  burgeoning  growth  in  the  life  sci- 
ences and  pharmacy  fields  nationally,  regionally,  and  in  Massachusetts  has  created  employ- 
ment demands  that  Western  New  England  intends  to  meet  through  its  graduates. 

At  the  Grand  Opening  on  December  14,  2010,  College  President  Anthony  S.  Caprio  hailed 
the  new  Center  to  be  an  exceptional  learning  environment  that  reflects  Western  New  England's 
growth  and  a  greater  emphasis  on  research  by  both  faculty  and  students.  He  stated,  "It  is 
because  of  our  entire  community  of  talented  and  committed  faculty,  staff,  students,  trustees, 
alums,  and  friends  that  our  university  will  continue  to  transform  itself  and  the  thousands  of 
students  we  have  incorporated  into  our  dynamic  journey."

Speakers  Offer  Divergence  of 
Opinions  During  Fall  Semester

The  Clason  Speaker  Series 

opened  its  22nd  season  on  the 
second  day  of  classes,  August 
24,  2010,  when  former  Western 
New  England  College  School  of 
Law  faculty  member  Gabriel  Chin 
returned  to  campus  to  give  a  pre- 
sentation entitled  "Quasi-Crime 
and  Quasi-Punishment:  Criminal 
Process  Effects  of  Immigration 
Status."  Chin,  who  is  now  the 
Chester  H.  Smith  Professor  of 
Law,  Professor  of  Public  Admin- 
istration and  Policy,  and  Codirec- 
tor  of  the  Program  in  Criminal 
Law  and  Policy  at  the  University 
of  Arizona  James  E.  Rogers 
College  of  Law,  spoke  about  the 
collateral  consequences,  such  as 
deportation  for  undocumented 
aliens  when  they  plead  guilty  to 
minor  crimes. 

"Something  like  95  percent 
of  criminal  convictions  in  this 
country  are  achieved  through 
guilty  pleas,"  explained  Profes- 
sor Chin.  "There  are  more 
consequences  of  criminal  con- 
victions beyond  the  traditional 
sentences  of  fines,  imprison- 
ments, probation,  etc.  The  con- 
viction is  used  for  many  other 
purposes  beside  direct  criminal 
justice,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  deportation  [for  undocu- 
mented aliens].  So  it  is  very 
important,  as  a  practical  matter, 
that  people  know  when  they  are 
pleading  guilty  what  the  real 
effect  of  the  judgment  is. 

"There  were  many  cases 
where  people  plead  guilty  to  a 


minor  offense  and  they  get  strict 
probation  and  they  walk  out  of 
court  and  they  are  grabbed  by 
Immigration  and  Customs 
Enforcement.  The  Constitution 
does  not  require  that  a  defen- 
dant be  told  that  this  misde- 
meanor he  or  she  is  pleading  to 
might  mean  that  they  are  subject 
to  deportation." 

Scott  Horton,  Contributing 
Editor  at  Harper's  Magazine  and 
Adjunct  Professor  at  Columbia 
Law  School,  visited  on  Septem- 
ber 20,2010,  for  a  lecture  called 
"The  Obama  Administration  and 
the  War  on  Terror — Continuity 
or  Change  You  Can  Believe  In?" 
Following  a  detailed  review  of 
the  case  of  Omar  Khadr,  the 
dubbed  'child  soldier'  who  was 
put  on  trial  under  the  military 
commissions  by  the  Obama 
Administration  after  being 
detailed  in  Guantanamo  for 
nearly  eight  years,  Mr.  Horton 
gave  an  analysis  of  United 
States'  handling  of  the  enemy 
combatants. 

"I  have  no  idea  whether 
Omar  Khadr  is  guilty  or  innocent 
of  the  charges  brought  against 
him,"  said  Mr.  Horton.  "His  ulti- 
mate guilt  or  innocence  of  these 
charges  isn't  really  relative  to 
my  critique.  I  think  we  need 
to  step  back  and  look  at  the 
process  as  a  whole.  It's  a  matter 
of  great  importance  for  the  U.S. 
to  bring  criminal  charges  against 
those  who  were  involved  in  the 
atrocities  that  were  perpetrated 


on  9-11,  to  prove  those  charges 
with  clear  and  convincing  evi- 
dence, and  to  secure  convic- 
tions. It's  a  fundamental  matter 
for  justice  for  the  victims  of 
those  attacks  but  it  is  also  a 
matter  of  strategic  importance 
to  the  U.S.  It's  important  for  the 
U.S.  to  sustain  its  position,  its 
right,  on  the  world  stage,  and  to 
build  sympathy  and  support  for 
its  cause." 

Wilma  Liebman,  Chairman 
of  the  National  Labor  Relations 
Board,  served  as  keynote 
speaker  of  the  School's  annual 
Public  Interest  Law  Week  on 
October  12,  2010,  with  a  talk 
entitled  "More  Rights,  Fewer 
Jobs?  Labor  Law  During  Hard 
Times."  Chairman  Liebman  gave 
a  brief  history  of  the  NLRB, 
celebrating  its  75th  anniversary 
in  2010,  before  offering  some 
of  her  own  thoughts  on  the  state 
of  labor  law  in  America. 

"What  I  think  we  really  need, 
and  I  don't  know  if  we  are  going 
to  see  it,  is  very  sober  dialogue 
about  these  issues,"  said  Chair- 
man Liebman.  "We  need  to  fig- 
ure out  a  way  to  have  good  jobs 
and  strong  worker  protection, 
but  not  at  the  expense  of  busi- 
ness' need  to  be  competitive.  I 
think  labor  law  should  be  a  part 
of  this  debate  about  how  do  we 
restore  the  economy.  It's  been 
marginalized  for  far  too  long.  I 
think  it  is  critical  to  economic 
justice  and  to  the  return  to  eco- 
nomic prosperity."

The  Law  and  Business  Center  for  Advancing  Entrepre- 
neurship  brought  a  pair  of  dynamic  speakers  to  the 
Law  School  Commons  during  the  fall  semester.  Now 
in  its  sixth  year,  the  annual  Speaker  Series  opened  with 
Howard  University  School  of  Law  Professor  and  author 
of  the  recently  published  The  African  American  Entre- 
preneur Then  and  Now  W.  Sherman  Rogers  on  Sep- 
tember 23,  2010. 

Professor  Rogers  gave  a  detailed  history  of  African 
American  entrepreneurship  in  America  dating  back  to 
colonial  times.  "African  American  entrepreneurship  has 
been  an  integral  part  of  the  American  economy  since 
the  1600s.  On  the  eve  of  the  Civil  War,  scholars  conser- 
vatively estimated  that  the  collective  wealth  of  freed 
black  people  was  approximately  $50  million.  In  2006, 
African  Americans  earned  a  whopping  $744  billion,  a 
figure  that  exceeds  the  gross  domestic  product  of  all 
but  16  nations  of  the  192  independent  countries  in  the 
world.  The  United  States,  however,  has  excluded  black 
people  from  participation  in  the  economic  system  of 
capitalism  for  most  of  its  history.  Indeed,  black  people 
in  America  were  not  fully  incorporated  into  the  Ameri- 
can capitalistic  system  until  1970." 

He  went  on  to  laud  the  work  of  the  Law  and  Busi- 
ness Center  as  an  engine  for  economic  growth  in  the 
local  African  American  community.  "Passage  of  Civil 
Rights  legislation  of  the  1960s  that  allowed  all  black 
people  the  opportunity  to  enter  the  mainstream  of  soci- 
ety has  proven  to  be  more  of  an  illusion  than  a  reality. 


Nevertheless,  innovative  governmental  efforts  to 
improve  the  education  system  and  provide  greater 
opportunities  for  blacks  to  acquire  college  and  special- 
ized degrees  and  to  assist  blacks  in  employment  busi- 
ness development  and  community-based  empowerment 
programs  must  be  maintained  and  strengthened  for  the 
foreseeable  future  if  black  economic  education  and 
social  parity  is  to  be  achieved  by  2028.  The  exciting 
activities  taking  place  at  the  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege Law  and  Business  Center  for  Advancing  Entrepre- 
neurship is  a  model,  A  MODEL,  for  achieving  that  goal. 
You  guys  have  something  fabulous  going  on  here." 

School  of  Business  alumnus  Harold  T.  Epps  G'84 
returned  to  his  alma  mater  on  November  9,  2010,  to 
give  a  presentation  entitled  "What's  in  Your  Dash?" 
Mr.  Epps,  the  President  and  CEO  of  PWRT  Services. 
Inc.,  spoke  about  filling  life  with  meaning. 

"We  still  have  time  to  decide  what  the  back  end  of 
our  dash  will  look  like,"  said  Mr.  Epps.  "The  organiza- 
tions that  you  involve  yourself  in,  the  people  you  sur- 
round yourself  with,  the  way  you  choose  to  live  your  life 
will  go  a  long  way.  For  me,  I  am  very  pleased  with  most 
of  the  decisions  I  have  made,  not  all.  I  am  happy  to 
be  doing  exactly  what  I  aspired  to  do  in  my  career.  I 
wanted  to  run  a  company.  This  is  another  example  of 
'be  careful  what  you  wish  for.'  I  have  challenges  like  all 
medium  sized  business:  never  enough  business,  capital 
is  tough  to  come  by.  But  we  are  doing  reasonably  well." 


Color  of  Law  Roundtable 


Four  prominent  professionals  took  part  in  the 
Color  of  Law  Roundtable  during  the  fall  semes- 
ter. In  a  room  full  of  current  students  and 
many  of  his  former  professors,  Attorney  V. 
Van  Johnson  III  '04  of  Denner  Pellegrino,  LLP 
in  Springfield  spoke  about  his  experiences  as 
a  real  estate  lawyer  and  as  a  part-time  law 
student  on  September  29,  2010.  He  opened 
his  "frank  discussion"  by  pointing  out  the  exact 
seat  he  sat  in  for  his  first  year  Contracts  class 
before  sharing  several  examples  about  the 
various  types  of  real  estate  transactions  he 
has  completed.  He  also  credited  his  time  at  the 
School  of  Law,  particularly  his  participation 
on  Law  Review. 

"One  thing  that  I  absolutely  know  that  I 
took  from  Law  Review  was  being  meticulous 
when  it  came  to  citation  and  the  finished  prod- 
uct. You  just  have  to  put  out  a  good  product, 
no  matter  what  the  environment." 

Luis  R.  Vera  Jr.  '92  gave  an  address  on 
October  14,  2010,  that  concluded  the  School's 
Public  Interest  Law  Week.  The  nationally  rec- 
ognized civil  rights  attorney  and  General  Coun- 
sel and  Legal  Advisor  to  the  League  of  United 
Latin  American  Citizens  discussed  his  lifelong 
work  fighting  against  discrimination,  and  most 


recently,  the  organization's  battle 
against  the  controversial  Arizona 
immigration  law,  SB  1070.  "The  SB 
1070  fight  is  a  war,  it's  not  just  a  sin- 
gle fight.  It  is  a  war  that  has  been 
going  on  since  the  founding  of  this 
country  and  it  is  going  to  continue 
until  this  country  ends,"  said  Attorney 
Vera,  who  hails  from  San  Antonio,  TX. 

Kathleen  A.  Brown-Perez,  an  Assistant 
Professor  with  Commonwealth  Honors  College 
at  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  Amherst 
spoke  on  October  19,  2010.  Professor  Brown- 
Perez  is  an  attorney  and  a  member  of  the 
Brothertown  Indian  Nation  and  she  talked 
about  how  she  is  assisting  in  her  tribe's 
ongoing  struggle  to  gain  recognition  from 
the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs.  "It's  almost  like 
a  pride  thing.  We  want  to  be  one  of  those 
federally  recognized  tribes  because  there  is 
a  sense  of  legitimacy,"  said  Professor 
Brown-Perez  of  her  work. 

The  semester  concluded  with  Cecil 
Thomas,  a  Staff  Attorney  with  Greater 
Hartford  Legal  Aid,  Inc.  on  November 
5,  2010.

Law  and  Business  Center  Academic  Conference 
Explores  Fiduciary  Duties  in  the  Closely  Held  Business: 
35  Years  after  Wilkes  v.  Springside  Nursing  Home 


An  all-star  cast  of  legal  academics  gathered  at  the  Blake  Law  Center  on  October  15,  2010, 
for  the  Law  and  Business  Center  for  Advancing  Entrepreneurship's  annual  Academic 
Conference.  This  year's  conference,  "Fiduciary  Duties  in  the  Closely  Held  Business  35 
Years  after  Wilkes  v.  Springside  Nursing  Home,"  focused  on  the  current  state  of  the  law  in  the 
wake  of  this  landmark  decision. 


"Thirty-five  years  ago,  corporate  law 
jurisprudence  imposed  fiduciary  duties 
among  the  shareholders  of  closely-held 
businesses  as  a  way  to  help  define  those 
relationships,"  explained  Professor  of 
Law  and  Director  of  the  Law  and  Business 
Center  Eric  Gouvin.  "Between  then  and 
now,  the  limited  liability  company  (LLC) 
has  come  to  dominate  the  legal  landscape 
as  a  business  organization  for  closely-held 
businesses.  LLCs  rely  on  contract — not 
fiduciary  duties — to  define  the  relation- 
ships among  the  principals.  With  the  bene- 
fit of  35  years  of  perspective,  the 
symposium  gave  us  an  opportunity  to 
reflect  on  the  continuing  impact  of  the 
fiduciary  duty  approach  and  its  prospects 
in  the  future." 


The  day's  first  panel,  "Wilkes  v.  Spring- 
side  Nursing  Home:  the  Backstory,"  fea- 
tured personal  commentary  and  reflection 
from  the  Honorable  William  Simons  (ret.), 
Counsel  for  Defendant  Springside  Nursing 
Home,  and  David  Martel,  Esq.,  of  Doherty, 
Wallace,  Pillsbury  &  Murphy,  P.C.,  Counsel 
for  Plaintiff  Stanley  Wilkes.  Professor  Gou- 
vin guided  the  conversation. 

The  second  panel  was  the  first  opportu- 
nity for  the  gathered  academics  to  delve 
into  the  intricacies  and  ramifications  of  the 
Wilkes  decision.  Entitled  "Putting  Wilkes 
into  Context,"  the  panel  featured  Lyman  P. 
Q.  Johnson,  the  Robert  0.  Bentley  Profes- 
sor of  Law  at  the  Washington  and  Lee  Uni- 
versity School  of  Law  and  the  Laurence 
and  Jean  LeJeune  Distinguished  Chair  in 


Law  at  the  University  of  St.  Thomas  School 
of  Law;  Mark  J.  Loewenstein,  Monfort  Pro- 
fessor of  Commercial  Law  at  the  University 
of  Colorado  Law  School;  and  Robert  B. 
Thompson,  Professor  of  Law  at  the 
Georgetown  Law  Center.  Brian  JM  Quinn, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Law  at  Boston  Col- 
lege Law  School,  served  as  moderator. 

"This  is  a  case  of  creative  jurispru- 
dence," explained  Professor  Loewenstein. 
"That  is,  I  think  it  should  be  studied  for  the 
way  in  which  the  court  used  precedents  to 
reach  a  decision  that  it  thought  was  equi- 
table and  fair  under  the  circumstances.  I 
think  it  is  a  nice  example  of  the  interplay 
between  academic  literature  and  judicial 
decisions  and  finally  it  has  new  life  in  the 
21st  century."

The  third  panel  of  the  day,  moderated  by  West- 
ern New  England  College  School  of  Law  Associate 
Professor  of  Law  Rene  Reich-Graefe,  entitled 
"Wilkes and  the  State  of  Fiduciary  Duties,"  featured 
a  trio  of  the  nation's  top  business  law  academics. 
Daniel  S.  Kleinberger,  Professor  of  Law  at  William 
Mitchell  College  of  Law;  Benjamin  Means,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Law  at  the  University  of  South  Car- 
olina School  of  Law;  and  Douglas  K.  Moll,  Beirne, 
Maynard  &  Parsons,  L.L.P.  Law  Center  Professor 
of  Law  at  the  University  of  Houston  Law  Center, 
all  presented  their  scholarly  research  on  the  subject 
of  business  law. 

"Financial  and  other  benefits  of  employment 
and  management  positions  may  help  to  offset  the 
high  risk  of  failure  associated  with  investing  in  a 
small  business  and  without  these  benefits,  invest- 
ing in  a  small  business  often  makes  little  economic 
sense,"  said  Professor  Moll.  "So  when  you  see 
majority  conduct  that  affects  employment  and  man- 
agement benefits,  you  can  view  that  as  impacting 
the  shareholders'  expected  return  on  investment, 
and  in  that  sense,  it  harms  the  shareholder's  rights. 
In  my  opinion,  that  is  why  fiduciary  duty  analysis  is 
appropriate;  it  is  responding  to  harm  of  the  share- 
holder's rights." 

The  luncheon  featured  a  special  treat  as  the 
Honorable  Francis  X.  Spina,  Associate  Justice  of 
the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  gave 
a  speech  entitled  "The  Amicus:  Friend  in  Need." 

"The  Supreme  Court,  state  appellate  courts, 
and  federal  courts  of  appeal,  often  look  to  amicus 
briefs  from  various  individuals,  organizations,  and 
the  government  for  guidance,"  explained  Justice 
Spina.  "Amicus  briefs  have  the  advantage  of  target- 
ing specific  issues  actually  litigated  in  the  case. 

"In  light  of  the  possible  uses  of  amicus  briefs, 
I  encourage  students,  lawyers,  and  professors  to 
submit  amicus  briefs,  especially  to  our  court.  You 


have  the  ability  to  give  much  of  the  information  that 
you  would  include  in  a  law  review  article,  but  in  a 
manner  that  is  targeted  to  a  specific  case.  This 
information  is  very  helpful  to  judges  as  they  ana- 
lyze the  legal  issues  in  cases  and  make  decisions. 
It's  a  way  to  have  an  impact  on  the  development 
of  the  law  in  an  area  that  interests  you." 

The  conference  wrapped  up  with  the  final  panel 
of  the  day,  "Beyond  'Corporate'  Law."  Moderated 
by  J.  Mark  Ramseyer,  the  Mitsubishi  Professor  of 
Japanese  Legal  Studies  at  Harvard  Law  School, 
the  panel  featured  Deborah  A.  DeMott,  the  David 
E.  Cavers  Professor  of  Law  at  the  Duke  University 
School  of  Law;  and  Larry  E.  Ribstein,  the  Mildred 
Van  Voorhis  Jones  Chair  in  Law  and  the  Associate 
Dean  of  Research  at  the  University  of  Illinois 
College  of  Law. 

Professor  DeMott  spoke  about  the  effects  of  the 
Wilkes  decision  on  commonly  accepted  notions  of 
employment  law  while  Professor  Ribstein  explained 
some  of  the  nuances  of  LLCs  and  how  Wilkes  has 
shaped  the  law  of  closely  held  corporations. 

This  was  the  fifth  year  the  Law  and 
Business  Center  has  held  an  annual 
conference.  Each  year  a  new  topic  is 
explored  during  this  daylong  aca- 
demic symposium.  Check  back 
regularly  on  the  Law  and  Busi- 
ness Center  website  for  registra- 
tion information  on  this  year's 
exciting  program.

A  Hero  Comes  Home 

"Greg.  Greg.  It's  me,  Scott."  Greg  Cartier  3L  felt  someone  shaking  his  arm  and 

heard  the  VOice  as  if  through  a  dream.  The  voice  belonged  to  his  friend  Scott,  but  Greg  couldn't 
see  or  speak  and  he  was  confused.  Scott  had  been  injured  in  Iraq  eight  months  ago,  lost  his  right  arm  and  right  leg, 
and  was  now  back  in  the  United  Slates.  Greg,  an  Army  infantry  officer  who  was  stationed  with  the  10th  Mountain 
Division  m  Iraq,  couldn't  wrap  his  mind  around  what  was  happening.  It  would  soon  become  clear. 


"I  was  leading  a  platoon  of  about  45  infantry 
soldiers  in  an  area  of  Iraq  labeled  the  Triangle 
of  Death,"  Greg  recalls.  "We  were  receiving 
small  arms  fire.  1  recall  flipping  the  selector 
switch  on  my  rifle  from  'semi'  to  'safe'  so  I 
could  safely  jump  over  an  irrigation  ditch 
to  gain  a  foothold  in  a  building.  The  next 
thing  I  remember  is  Scott's  voice."  When 
Greg  made  that  jump  he  had  tnggered  a 
buried  explosive  device.  The  explosion  shat- 
tered his  left  side,  riddled  his  body  with 
shrapnel,  crushed  all  of  the  bones  in  his  face 
and  punctured  both  of  his  eyes. 

He  was  airlifted  out  of  Iraq  and  into  Ger- 
many, where  he  was  stabilized  and  then  sent 
to  Walter  Reed  Medical  Center  in  Washing- 
ton, DC.  "My  fnend  Scott  was  still  a  patient 
at  Walter  Reed,"  says  Greg  as  he  remembers 
the  first  voice  he  heard  when  he  awoke  from 
his  severe  injuries. 

Greg's  family  gathered  around  him  at  Wal- 
ter Reed  where  he  continued  to  receive  treat- 
ment for  the  next  15  months.  He  then  retired 
as  a  Captain  in  July  of  2008.  He  received  two 
Bronze  Stars  and  a  Purple  Heart.  Less  than 
one  month  later  he  was  sitting  behind  a  desk 
attending  his  first  day  of  law  school  at  West- 
ern New  England  College. 

After  coming  home  a  hero,  he  was  ready 
to  start  the  next  chapter  in  his  life.  "I  always 
had  an  interest  in  the  law,"  says  Greg.  "When 
I  was  in  high  school,  I  participated  in  a  job 
shadowing  program.  A  Holyoke  attorney 
took  me  under  his  wing  for  the  day.  Ever 
since  that  day  1  wanted  to  study  the  law  and 


I  chose  Western  New  England  College 
because  of  its  reputation  in  New  England's 
legal  community." 

In  the  fall  of  2009,  he  received  a  legal 
clerk  position  at  Donoghue  Barrett  &  Singal, 
EC.  in  their  Corporate  Health  Law  depart- 
ment, commuting  to  Boston  three  times  a 
week  to  gain  experience.  He  is  scheduled  to 
graduate  from  Western  New  England  College 
this  spring  with  his  J.D. 

The  Holyoke  native  and  former  four-sport 
high  school  athlete  enjoys  running  and  racing 
and  after  his  injury  has  worked  himself  back 
to  top  fitness  form.  Last  year,  he  competed  in 
two  half-ironman  competitions  which  totaled 
70.3  miles  each,  and  in  November  he  com- 
peted in  the  Ironman  Florida  which  included 
a  2.4-mile  swim,  112-mile  bike  and  26.2- 
mile  run.  "During  these  past  finals  at  Western 
New  England,"  he  says,  "I  competed  in  a  50K 
road  race  and  I  came  in  5th  place  overall." 

His  only  lingering  injury  from  the  war  is 
loss  of  sight,  completely  in  his  left  eye  and 
part  of  the  vision  in  his  right.  But  that  doesn't 
hold  him  back  from  his  other  loves,  fly  fish- 
ing and  skiing.  "Whenever  I  get  time  off  I  try 
to  visit  my  sisters  in  either  Colorado  or 
Washington — both  great  fly  fishing  and  ski- 
ing destinations!" 

Greg  has  lived  a  life  in  his  few  decades 
that  most  will  never  experience  in  their  entire 
lives.  Asked  what  he  will  take  from  those 
experiences  going  forward  he  says  simply, 
"determination  and  the  ability  to  overcome 
obstacles."  ♦

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Nancy  Linck 

Where  Science  and  Law  Meet 


Nancy  Linck  '84  has  played 
an  integral  role  in  decipher- 
ing the  complexities  of 
Intellectual  Property  Law 

They  are  themes  that  have 
woven  themselves  through 
society  long  before  the 
advent  of  acclaimed  movies 
like  The  Social  Network: 
How  does  one  determine 
who  "owns"  an  idea?  Which 
types  of  information  can  or 
should  be  owned  and 
legally  protected  by  its  cre- 
ator? The  increasingly  com- 
plex world  of  intellectual 
property  law  is  Nancy 
Linck's  specialty-and  she 
has  led  a  distinguished  and 
fascinating  career  working 
to  not  just  carry  out,  but  to 
improve  on  the  sometimes 
perplexing  field  of  IP  law.

LINCK  IS  A  LAWYER.  She  is  also  a  scientist.  She 
has  served  as  a  judge.  And  at  one  time,  she 
wanted  to  be  a  doctor. 

"But  back  in  the  seventies,  I  already  had  a 
young  family,  and  medical  schools  didn't  want 
students  much  past  26  years  old,"  she  recalls. 
The  single  mother  instead  worked  as  a  laboratory 
technician  and  then  earned  a  chemistry  degree 
from  University  of  California  at  Berkley.  After 
working  for  Dow  for  several  years,  she  decided  to 
go  for  a  Ph.D.  in  inorganic  chemistry  from  the 
University  of  California. 

"My  heart  was  never  really  in  being  a 
chemist,  but  when  you  have  a  family,  you  do 
what  you  need  to  do,"  Linck  says.  And  so  she 
continued  her  studies  while  caring  for  her  ailing 
parents  in  San  Diego.  Then  Linck's  fiance  got  a 
job  at  Smith  College,  and  she  agreed  to  go  along 
with  him — if  she  could  go  to  law  school. 

"My  grandfather  was  a  judge.  As  a  very  young 
girl,  I'd  go  down  with  my  grandmother  every  day 
to  the  state  court  in  San  Diego  and  watch  him 
preside,"  says  Linck.  "I  got  the  bug.  Plus,  I  always 
liked  to  argue.  Being  a  doctor  wasn't  an  option 
for  me  back  then,  but  now  I'm  glad  I  didn't  go 
down  that  road  and  instead  chose  law." 

The  School  of  Law  offered  her  a  full  tuition 
scholarship  in  1981.  At  the  time,  she  was  still  finish- 
ing her  Ph.D.  in  California.  "I  defended  my  disserta- 
tion during  my  first  and  second  year  of  law  school," 
she  says.  "I  had  to  consider  questions  about  chem- 
istry I  hadn't  thought  of  in  quite  a  while." 

With  a  Ph.D.  under  her  belt,  Linck  continued 
her  studies  at  the  School  of  Law,  an  experience 
she  says  was  overwhelmingly  positive.  "I  would 
highly  recommend  the  School.  The  professors 
were  absolutely  terrific.  I  was  surrounded  by 
others  who  challenged  my  thinking." 

Originally,  she  had  planned  on  becoming  a 
general  law  practitioner.  "I'd  had  some  negative 
experiences  with  custody  battles,  and  wanted  to 
be  one  of  those  lawyers  fighting  for  the  'little 
guy,'"  she  recalls.  "Patent  law  actually  sounded 
very  boring."  But  the  urging  of  Professor  Bob 
Lusardi,  who  told  her  she'd  be  perfect  for  patent 
law,  got  her  thinking.  For  two  summers  she 
worked  for  Monsanto  Company,  and  by  the  end 
of  the  second  summer,  she  began  to  delve  into 
the  prosecution  of  patent  applications.  "This 
involves  the  application  of  law  and  also  the  sci- 
ences, and  it  was  fun  'playing  science'  on  a  very 
superficial  level,"  says  Linck. 

She  wanted  to  clerk  for  the  Federal  Circuit, 
created  by  Congress  in  1982,  which  merged  the 
United  States  Court  of  Customs  and  Patent 
Appeals  and  the  United  States  Court  of  Claims. 
After  working  for  Monsanto  for  three  years,  she 
got  the  coveted  clerkship  with  Judge  Pauline 
Newman,  and  her  husband  simultaneously  took  a 
position  with  the  Naval  Academy  in  Annapolis,  MD. 


"After  my  clerkship,  I  got  a  job  with  a  100- 
year-old  patent  firm,  Cushman,  Darby  &  Cush- 
man,  and  I  loved  it.  I  stayed  there  seven  years, 
becoming  a  partner  after  three,"  Linck  says.  "One 
night  at  a  holiday  party  I  overheard  the  new  U.S. 
Commissioner  of  Patents  talking  about  his  vision 
for  changing  the  U.S.  Patent  and  Trademark 
office.  I  approached  him  and  told  him,  'Hearing 
you  talk  about  your  vision  makes  me  want  to  quit 
my  high-paying  job  and  come  help  you  realize 
your  vision.'  He  said,  'Well,  actually  the  Solicitor's 
position  is  opening  up...'" 

Her  degrees  in  both  science  and  law  made 
Linck  the  perfect  candidate  for  the  job.  She 
applied  and  was  granted  a  position  as  the  first 
and  only  woman  Solicitor  of  Patents  and  Trade- 
marks for  the  U.S.  Patent  and  Trademark  Office  in 
1994.  "That  was  a  wonderful  job,"  she  says.  "At 
that  time  the  Solicitor  was  basically  general 
counsel  who  handled  all  litigation  matters  except 
those  before  the  Supreme  Court.  It  was  all  appel- 
late work;  briefing  and  arguing.  I  had  a  staff  of 
15  lawyers — really  bright  young  people." 

"The  field  of  intellectual  property  law  is  very 
complex,"  says  Linck.  "That's  one  of  the  reasons 
I  enjoy  it  so  much.  The  cases  are  complicated.  IP 
has  become  such  a  hot  area,  particularly  in  litiga- 
tion. Patents  and  copyrights  find  their  basis  in 
the  Constitution... Congress,  as  early  as  the  late 
1 700s,  adopted  statutes  to  create  a  body  of  law 
under  which  inventions  and  works  of  art  are 
protected  for  a  limited  time." 

"Today  the  trends  are  to  favor  the  anti-patent 
holder  in  both  the  Supreme  Court  and  in  Con- 
gress," she  continues.  But,  offering  an  alternative 
view,  "Patents  are  important  to  the  advancement 
of  companies.  Without  a  patent,  companies  won't 
invest  in  new  technology  knowing  they  won't  get 
their  investment  back  if  other  companies  just 
copy  their  technology." 

One  of  her  notable  responsibilities  as  Solicitor 
of  Patents  and  Trademarks  was  the  issuance  of 
guidelines  at  a  time  when  both  the  software  and 
biotech  industry  were  exploding  in  growth. 

"Examiners  need  guidelines  to  determine 
whether  a  patent  should  be  granted.  We  worked 
hard  at  developing  software  guidelines  and 
received  Commerce's  gold  medal  for  excellence.  We 
also  worked  on  biotechnology  guidelines  for  what 
companies  had  to  show  in  order  for  their  inven- 
tions to  be  patentable  subject  matter,"  she  says. 

Determining  patent  eligibility  remains  a  diffi- 
cult task.  For  example,  "Today  there  is  ongoing 
litigation  at  the  Federal  Circuit  in  which  Myriad 
Genetics'  right  to  its  patents  on  the  breast  cancer 
genes,  BRCA1  and  BRCA2,  has  been  challenged 
by  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union  and  oth- 
ers," she  says.  "The  case  will  undoubtedly  go  on 
to  the  Supreme  Court." 


While  often  a  contentious  issue,  both  sides 
would  agree  that  the  patent  system  has  much 
room  for  improvement.  Linck  has  made  it  her 
mission  to  change  that. 

"Early  in  my  career,  I  chaired  a  committee 
focused  on  the  quality  of  the  work  the  Patent  and 
Trademark  Office  does  in  issuing  patents,  and 
became  active  in  the  international  harmonization 
of  patent  laws,"  she  says.  "I've  also  focused  on 
improving  the  patent  laws  in  our  country  and  have 
testified  before  Congress."  Linck  was  one  of  the 
authors  of  the  inter  partes  reexamination  legisla- 
tion that  ultimately  became  law  in  1999.  "Unfortu- 
nately, the  system  does  not  work  well  and  needs 
major  changes,"  she  concedes.  "I'm  contemplating 
now  how  that  could  be  accomplished." 

After  serving  as  Solicitor,  Linck  was  Senior  Vice 
President  for  Intellectual  Property  and  Regulatory 
Affairs  at  Guilford  Pharmaceuticals  and  then 
Deputy  General  Counsel,  Intellectual  Property  and 
Trade  for  the  Biotechnology  Industry  Organization. 

Her  scientific  background  and  experience  in 
the  pharmaceutical  industry  were  significant 
factors  leading  to  her  appointment  as  an  Admin- 
istrative Patent  Judge  for  the  U.S.  Patent  and 
Trade  Office  in  2006.  As  a  patent  judge,  Linck 
was  responsible  for  reviewing  examiners'  refusal 
to  allow  patent  applications,  "and  it  surprised 
me  that  I  sided  with  the  examiners  more  than  I 
expected,"  she  says.  "Upon  review,  I  thought 
the  rejections  of  the  applications  were  proper.  I 
was  appealed  twice  to  the  federal  circuit-l  was 
reversed  once  and  affirmed  once." 

In  2008  Linck  returned  to  private  practice  at 
Rothwell,  Figg,  Ernst  &  Manbeck,  a  small  IP  firm 
in  Washington,  DC,  where  she  serves  as  an  arbi- 
trator and  expert  witness  and  also  oversees  liti- 
gation and  patent  prosecution  before  the  Patent 
and  Trademark  Office.  She  is  an  adjunct  professor 
of  Law  at  Georgetown  University,  where  she 
teaches  a  course  on  Pharmaceutical  IP,  and  con- 
tinues to  lecture  throughout  the  country  on 
patent  law  issues. 

Now  a  grandmother  of  eight  and  great- 
grandmother  of  two,  Linck  decided  to  take  up 
marathon  running  1 5  years  ago  and  has  run 
21  marathons  since.  She  sees  running  as  an  outlet. 

"Lawyers  solve  people's  problems.  You're 
never  without  problems.  You  lay  awake  at  night, 
trying  to  solve  problems,"  she  says.  "I  run  and 
put  it  all  out  of  my  mind,  particularly  when  I'm 
having  trouble  envisioning  a  solution." 

But  most  of  the  time,  Nancy  Linck  has  a  solu- 
tion-or  the  tenacity  to  keep  searching  until  she  finds 
one.  She  doesn't  plan  on  stopping  any  time  soon.  ♦

Dribbling  Through  the  Snowflakes 

36th  Law  School  Basketball  Tournament 
Overcomes  Mother  Nature  to  Host  Annual  Event 


The  winter  that  wreaked  havoc  on  the  early  portion  of  the 
spring  semester  schedule,  cancelling  classes  and  post- 
poning guest  speakers,  almost  claimed  the  36th  Annual 
Law  School  Basketball  Tournament  as  one  of  its  victims. 


Only  three  days  before  the  opening  tip  for 
the  2011  event,  Western  New  England 
was  forced  to  close  the  Alumni  Healthful 
Living  Center  (AHLC),  the  site  of  the 
tournament,  due  to  safety  concerns 
about  snow  accumulation  on  the  roof. 
Student  tournament  Cochairs  Mario 
Brown  2L,  Katie  Tonkovich  3L,  and 
Matthew  Hutchinson  2L  were  left  to 
scramble  to  find  area  gyms  available  for 
play  while  the  AHLC  roof  was  cleared. 

"I  think  the  true  story  of  the  tourna- 
ment this  year  was  the  support  and  uni- 
fied effort  displayed  not  only  by  the 
Western  New  England  College  School  of 
Law  family,  but  the  attending  local  law 
schools  like  UConn,  Suffolk,  and  Roger 
Williams  alumni  team,"  said  Mario. 
"At  one  point  after  learning  that  the  AHLC 
would  be  closed,  we  [Katie,  Matt,  and  I] 
had  sent  out  an  email  informing  all  the 
schools  and  alumni  of  the  situation 
and,  unsolicited,  within  the  hour  we  had 
dozens  of  emails  from  all  over  the  North- 
east with  advice  and  contacts  for 
local  gyms."

Where  are  they  now? 


Ed  Bray  '96  has  spent  12  years  working  in  the  human 
resources  field  and  currently  holds  the  position  of  Director 
of  Compliance  for  Burnham  Benefits  in  Irvine,  CA.

What  are  some  of  your  main  responsibilities  at 
Burnham  Benefits?

How  has  the  newly  passed  healthcare  legislation 
changed  your  job? 

"The  immediacy  and  complexity  of  healthcare  reform  has 
affected  my  position  dramatically.  Over  the  next  eight  years, 
employers  will  be  faced  with  introducing  up  to  37  provisions 
of  healthcare  reform  into  their  employee  benefits  program 
and  they  do  not  have  the  resources  to  handle  the  legwork  on 
their  own.  Based  on  this,  I  have  spent  a  significant  amount  of 
time  with  clients  educating  them  on  the  impact  of  healthcare 
reform  within  their  organization  in  layman's  terms,  develop- 
ing their  specific  healthcare  reform  implementation  roadmap, 
and  providing  the  respective  support  necessary  to  help  them 
effectively  introduce  and  communicate  healthcare  reform 
internally." 

How  did  you  get  started  working  in  human  resources 
and  did  you  have  experience  in  this  field  before  beginning 
law  school?

Whether  it  was  moot  court  or  standing  in  front 
of  your  classmates  leading  the  review  of  a  case,  in  law  school 
you  gain  more  confidence  through  the  experience.  From  a 
writing  standpoint,  there  was  nothing  more  important  than 
being  clear,  concise,  and  to  the  point  in  law  school,  especially 
when  your  entire  grade  relied  on  it!"

Where  are  they  now?

A  Bulletin  Board  of  Excerpts  from 
Recent  Speeches  at  the  School  of  Law 

"  Judges  take  an  oath  to  the  Constitution 
and  must  abide  themselves  by  that  Constitu- 
tion. The  only  way  I  believe  in  which  this  can 
be  generally  achieved  is  through  what  is  ordi- 
narily known  as  the  judicial  philosophy  of 
originalism,  Constitutional  interpretation  in 
which  the  judge  is  committed  to  stating  what 
the  law  is,  as  opposed  to  what  he  believes  it 
ought  to  be,  and  in  which  that  judge  is  deter- 
mined to  give  meaning  to  the  law,  particularly 
the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  by  searching 
closely  in  its  language,  its  structure,  and  its 
surrounding  legislative  history  to  determine 
the  most  reasonable  meaning  of  its 
provision. 

Justice  Stephen  Markman,  Justice  of  the  Michigan 
Supreme  Court,  gave  a  speech  entitled  "The  Myths  of 
Judging,"  sponsored  by  the  Federalist  Society  on  September 
27,  2010. 

^  As  a  personal  matter,  I  find  it  hard  to  warm 
up  to  someone  who  spent  their  entire  career 
not  going  on  the  public  record  with  opinions 
on  central  issues,  particularly  when  they  spend 
most  of  their  career  as  an  academic.  That  is 
what  academics  do;  we  take  positions.  That  is 
our  job,  certainly  as  scholars.  So  the  notion  of 
someone  who  avoided  that  and  was  politically 
very  cagey,  just  doesn't  sit  very  well  with  me. 
The  fact  that  everyone  who  knows  Justice 
Kagan  says  she  has  been  eyeing  this  job  since 
she  was  in  junior  high  school  and  kind  of  lived 
her  whole  life  cautiously  so  that  she  wouldn't 
alienate  too  many  people.  I  don't  find  that  an 
admirable  trait.  I  guess  I  wish  that  the  President 
would  make  choices  that  are  a  bit  bolder.  Presi- 
dent Clinton  did  this  too.  Choosing  people  just 
because  you  think  they  can  get  confirmed, 
I  think  that  is  somewhat  problematic."
